Grove redevelopment set to boost town 


THE developers of the old Grove site hope 
their £3million investment will be a mas¬ 
sive boost for Seaton town centre trade. 

In addition to the footfall set to be generated by 
the gym, offices, retail units and houses in the orig¬ 
inal plan - two additional retail units could be cre¬ 
ated in Fore Street, with a high end 60 plus-cover 
restaurant at the back. 

The additional idea is subject to planning appli¬ 
cation, but Axminster Tools and Machinery’s Di¬ 
rector of Product, Ian Styles, is very optimistic. 

The company’s pension fund has invested more 
than £3 million in the core site, with more to come 
should planning permission be given to convert the 
neighbouring Temptations restaurant. 

The additional plan would see the ground floor 
of what is currently Temptations be re-developed 
into two retail units and the rear extension being 
demolished to make way for a restaurant. 

Speaking about the development as a whole, Mr 
Styles said: “We think this is one of the best things 
for Seaton, lifting the standard of retail and being 
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cycling and Zumba. 

“It is a great opportu¬ 
nity for us and we are 
thankful for the partner¬ 
ship with Axminster 
Tools and Machinery. 

“With the opening of 
the fantastic new Juras¬ 
sic Centre and the pro¬ 
posed developments 
within the town, it is an 
exciting time to be in¬ 
volved in Seaton.” 

The retail units, of¬ 



fices and gym are only weeks away from comple¬ 
tion and tenants have been told they can operate 
from their new premises by beginning of Septem¬ 
ber. 

The five houses to be built on the site have just 


gone on the market. Members of the public are in¬ 
vited to the open day on September 3rd between 
9am and 12noon. 

• A Temptations spokesperson said the business 
will relocate within Seaton.

an interface for the town centre.” 

Two of the three retail units on the core site have 
been taken, one by a vintage furniture and giftware 
enterprise, the other by a clothing business. 

Tenants have been found for two of the four of¬ 
fices, both in the IT sector. Mr Styles said there is 
a good level of interest in the remaining units. 

Many town centre traders say Seaton Jurassic has 
done nothing for town centre footfall but hope this 
new development will be different. 

Vanessa Coxon of Organic Worx is one of them. 
She said: “Seaton Jurassic may be good for Tesco, 
but I have not noticed increased footfall in here or 
in the town centre since it opened. 

“But this [the Grove site] has more potential than 
Seaton Jurassic or anywhere else.” 

Mr Styles said: “I think it will be a good conduit 
between the two [the town centre and Tesco/Juras- 
sic Centre area].” 

The 11,000 square 
foot gym will be oper¬ 
ated by LED, whose 
area manager Marcus 
Allen said: “We’re very 
excited about this new 
addition to the LED 
portfolio.

AXMINSTER 
Skatepark 
improvements plan 
moves step forward 

THE charity behind Axminster's new skatepark 
does not anticipate any problems in getting plan¬ 
ning permission for the £200,000 plus facility. 

During a public meeting at Cloakham Lawn 
Sports Centre on August 1st, Axminster 
Skatepark announced that a 20-year lease (at £1 
per year) has been agreed with the sports centre 
- and that a planning application will be submit¬ 
ted before the end of the year. 

The current skatepark site will be expanded to 
span 52 x 16 metres, accommodating 21 features. 

Work has been going on behind the scenes 
since early 2014 to achieve charitable status, 
which opens the door to possible grants. 

Russ Holbert from Maverick Industries, which 
will build the skatepark, gave a brief presentation 
at the meeting and took questions from the floor.

No longer the forgotten town 



SEATON has suffered some difficult days 
through the years of austerity. 

Many believed it was the forgotten town of 
East Devon, languishing behind its posh neigh¬ 
bour, Sidmouth. 

Some would even argue that had East Devon 
District Council been based in Seaton, it would 
have been a very different matter. 

But now few can deny that Seaton is defi¬ 
nitely on the up and the latest development of 
the former Grove nightclub bears testament to 
this. This week we report on the £3 million in¬ 
vestment in the town centre site where gener¬ 
ations of youngsters sowed their wild oats. 

The former nightclub and its surrounds are 
being converted into a gymnasium, possible 
high class restaurant, retail units and town 
houses. 

It is said the investment will provide “a mas¬ 
sive boost” to the economy of Seaton, so long 
starved of resources until recent years. 

A cloud of negativity hung over Seaton for so 
long after the demise of the holiday camp and 
the arrival of Tesco. Many considered the town 
to be doomed and there is no doubt that the 
town’s main shopping streets suffered badly 
during this difficult time. But with the opening 


of the £4 million Seaton Jurassic visitor attrac¬ 
tion, the continuing success of Seaton Tram¬ 
way (now a must for all visitors) and the news 
that at long last Seaton is to get a recognised 
hotel in the pending arrival of Premier Inn, the 
future is looking a lot brighter. 

No one, however, is pretending that Seaton’s 
troubles are over; the challenge of directing 
visitors into the shopping area is still very 
much on the agenda. 

Seaton Town Council and the town’s market¬ 
ing offshoot, the Seaton Town Development 
team, have worked hard in recent times to or¬ 
ganise events that will attract people to the 
shopping centre, most of which have enjoyed 
some success. 

♦ ALTHOUGH he’s been linked to David 
Cameron’s cronyism allegations, it would be 
churlish in the extreme not to congratulate 
East Devon MP Hugo Swire on his Knighthood 
in the former Prime Minister’s resignation ho¬ 
nours list.

CHARD 

Chard to benefit 
from share of £260k 
anti-flood scheme 

THE A358 at Chard is part of a £260,000 plus anti¬ 
flood scheme given the green light by Somerset 
County Council. 

A total of four projects are in the scheme to re¬ 
duce flood risk in South Somerset. 

The four projects, with a total cost of £262,000, 
will improve drainage, making it easier to cope with 
severe weather and reducing the risk of flooding. 

The Chard project will see installation of drains, 
gullies and silt traps. 

The scheme is funded from a £10million Depart¬ 
ment for Transport grant to the county council fol¬ 
lowing the severe flooding in the winter of 2013/14.

THE plan for the controversial Straitgate Quarry 
in Ottery St Mary is once again on the agenda, 
after Devon County Council announced another 
public consultation. 

The public consultation runs until September 
23rd and County Hall are wanting to hear from 
Devon residents to have their final say on the plans 
for quarrying in the county for the next 17 years. 

The Devon Minerals Plan was developed follow¬ 
ing several rounds of consultation and informal 
engagement and examined by a government in¬ 
spector in May.

Social club to close after 96 years 


BEER Social Club will close its 
doors for the final time tomor¬ 
row (Wednesday, August 
10th) - 96 years after it first 
opened in the seaside village. 

In a statement issued last 
week the new committee, who 
had recently taken on the job of 
trying to revitalise the facility 
that was established in 1920, 
admitted that the financial sit¬ 
uation had forced them to take 
this drastic step. 

“It is with deep regret and 
huge sadness that the commit¬ 
tee are writing to let you know 
that the club will close perma¬ 
nently from the end of 
Wednesday, August 10th which 
is the Spoofing Contest for Re¬ 
gatta," said a statement. 

“This was a very upsetting 
decision to make, however, the 
lack of members attending the 
club along with the club's fi¬ 
nancial issues make it impossi¬ 
ble to keep the club open. 

“Our membership currently 
stands at 107. This is the lowest 
ever and shows that this is un¬ 
fortunately the way of the cur¬ 
rent times. 

“We have been very lucky to 
have kept the club open for so 
long." 

Club secretary Karen Harding 
explained that the committee 
could no longer ignore the stark 
reality of the financial situation 
which sees all current debts

amounting to £8,268.80. 

There is also a pressing need 
for a complete refurbishment of 
the cellar - projected to cost at 
least £5,000 - in addition to 
monthly direct debits amount¬ 
ing to £1,050.50 while Carlsberg 
have demanded £3,300 be¬ 
cause the club hasn't bought 
the amount of barrels required 
to meet loan obligations. 

“We have taken the decision 
to close the club to try to lessen 
the monthly bills until the club 
can be sold," added the state¬ 
ment. 

1 ‘For every month the club re¬ 
mains open/unsold the debt 
will increase by a minimum of 
£1,050.50 and therefore we are 
sure that you can understand 
that this cannot be allowed to 
happen for too long. 

“We will be holding an Ex¬ 
traordinary General Meeting 


(EGM) on Tuesday, August 23rd 
at 7pm. At this meeting we will 
be discussing the plans to sell 
the club and to try and re-in¬ 
vest the money to ensure that 
there will continue to be a ‘so¬ 
cial club in Beer. 

“There are currently no plans 
within the committee to dis¬ 
solve the club completely and 
therefore at present there will 
be no redistribution of any re¬ 
maining assets. 

“This obviously marks the 
end of an era and is an ex¬ 
tremely sad time as, like all the 
committee members, I am sure 
you all have very fond memo¬ 
ries of the club that go back 
many years. 

“We would like to assure you 
that the decision to close the 
club was not made lightly and a 
great deal of thought (and lots 
of tears) went into deciding this 
but unfortunately there is no 
other option."

SPIRIT of Seaton is expected to return home at 
some point next week, having left Tower Bridge, 
London, on July 29th. 

Kayaker, fundraiser and Seaton resident Roy 
Beal said he will need about three weeks to com¬ 
plete the 360-mile paddle from the capital, the pre¬ 
liminary arrival date being August 18th.

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Brian Potter double appeals to Peter Kay for help 


A STRUGGLING hotel owner 
hopes comedian Peter Kay can 
save his business after being la¬ 
belled the double of his Phoenix 
Nights character Brian Potter. 

Keith Monaghan, 59, went on 
The Hotel Inspector in a bid to im¬ 
prove the fortunes of his two-star 
Bulstone Hotel. 

Hotelier Alex Polizzi gave him a 
scathing review - but viewers re¬ 
marked on Keith’s uncanny like¬ 
ness to one of the comedy star 
Kay’s most famous creations. 

Phoenix Nights co-star Paddy 
McGuinness was among those 
who spotted the similarities on the 
Channel Five show. 


He tweeted: “So now you know 
why there’s no more Phoenix 
Nights. Brian Potter is on tonight’s 
#hotelinspector” before adding a 
screenshot of Keith in his wheel¬ 
chair. 

And after the negative reviews 
Keith has pleaded for Peter to 
come and meet him in the hope it 
will revive the fortune of the hotel 
in Branscombe. 

His likeness to grumpy Potter in¬ 
cludes thick northern accents, 
wavy grey hair, chubby facial fea¬ 
tures and thick glasses. 

Keith also recently broke his leg 
which left him in a wheelchair. 

But it is not just his physical pro¬ 


file that have seen him labelled as 
Potter’s double. 

Guests had nicknamed him 
‘Brian Potter’ because of his man¬ 
nerisms and sense of humour - but 
he had no idea who he even was 
until the reaction to his television 
appearance. 

Keith, originally from Sheffield, 
has run the family-friendly hotel 
with his wife Judith, 64, for 20 
years. 

He said: “I’ve never watched 
Phoenix Nights or heard of Peter 
Kay until a few months ago, when 
a guest said I was just like him - 
my mannerisms, the way I talk, 
the whole thing. 

“I have yet to see the show as I 
am not really up to date with mod¬ 
ern television. 

“I understand from the reaction 
I had though that I look quite like 
him. I didn’t know who Peter Kay 
was until my wife said he was the 
chap from Car Share. I have seen 
that and think he’s terrific in it. 

“I think we not only look like 
each other but people say we have 
the same dry sense of humour. 

“We want to make something 
positive happen out of this disas¬ 
trous experience, so I would like 
to invite Peter Kay to the hotel. 

“It would be great to have him 
here so we can be pictured to¬ 
gether. 

“Guests have always told me I 
look very similar to Brian Potter, 
but I did not take much notice as I 
had no idea what they were on 
about. Then we were on television 


and it was all everyone was talk¬ 
ing about. 

“Now I am in a wheelchair like 
him it is even worse. 

“I fall frequently and am not able 
to do a lot. I broke my leg in four 
places so I am in a wheelchair for 
the foreseeable future.” 

After the show was broadcast, 
Keith said he believed the produc¬ 
tion team had unfairly focused on 
negative aspects such as the out- 
of-date decor and the couple’s re¬ 


luctance to adopt Ms Polizzi’s 
ideas. 

He added: “This could have 
killed us as a business. We are 
concerned, quite frightened actu¬ 
ally, because of the bad publicity 
and bad comments. 

“We knew it was going to be 
controversial as Alex’s style is to 
provoke but there were one or two 
things which were not founded. It 
was so negative - there was noth¬ 
ing positive that came out of it.” 


Mr Monaghan said the hotel hit 
problems after the container ship 
MSC Napoli was beached off 
Branscombe in 2007. 

Hundreds of people arrived to 
scavenge goods which washed up 
on the beach and there was a 
slump in tourism. 

Peter Kay has yet to respond to 
his request. 

Keith added: “Hopefully we will 
hear from him soon - it could be 
just the boost we need.”

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FOR those visitors who may be a little confused by aviation jargon and who aren’t 
sure what to expect at ‘Wings & Wheels’, it’s really quite simple. The event is a 
‘Fly-in’ and not an Air Show, Air Day, Air Festival or Flying Display. So the best 
advice is to always ‘expect the unexpected’. Think of it as a Classic Car Show 
with wings and you’ll be about right. There is no pre-set timetable and it’s ‘non-

Tips to keep your dog safe at the beach 


IF you are lucky enough to live near the sea or 
are planning a trip to the beach with your dog, 
here are some tips to make sure you all stay 
^ safe. 

• Don’t assume your dog can swim. All dogs 
have to learn to swim just like us. Some breeds 
are naturally strong swimmers, but other breeds 
(such as corgis and pugs) are not. If your dog 
is not used to swimming then the sea is not the 
place to start, so make sure he doesn’t get out 
• of his depth.

• For some reason dogs do drink salt water, but it 
doesn’t do them any good and can make them 
vomit, or worse lead to potentially fatal salt poi¬ 
soning. Signs of salt poisoning in dogs are vomit¬ 
ing, diarrhoea, loss of appetite , lethargy, walking 
drunk, abnormal fluid accumulation within the 
body, excessive thirst or urination, potential injury 
to the kidneys, tremors, seizures, coma, and even 
death when untreated. Discourage your dog from 
drinking sea water by providing plenty of fresh 
water and not over exercising on the beach in the 
heat. 

• Ingesting sand can lead to sand impaction, a med¬ 
ical condition where parts of the intestines are 
blocked by the sand. Vomiting is the most common 
side effect; dogs may also lose their appetites, have 
abdominal pain or become lethargic. Seek urgent 
veterinary advice if you think your dog may have 
eaten a lot of sand. 

• Consider a life vest if you are planning to swim, 
sail or surf with your dog. You can buy life vests 
for dogs of all sizes. Waves and currents can 
quickly exhaust your dog, especially in cold water. 
Some life vests also have a handle on the back, 
making it easy for you to lift your dog out of the 
water. 

• Apply sunscreen to your dog- especially for dogs 
with thin or pale fur and apply to areas such as the 
nose and ears. 

• Don’t forget poo bags so you can clean up after 
your dog. 

• Make sure your dog has a collar, ID tag and is 
micro chipped, just in case he gets lost. 

• Don’t overdo it. Running on sand is more tiring 
than on grass, so don’t expect your dog to be able 
to run and play for as long as he might on his nor¬ 
mal walk and start slowly, giving him time to warm 
up. 

• Make sure your dog has a shady area to rest in 
and remember that sand can be scorching on paws 
on a hot day so make sure you have a blanket for 
them to lie down on. 

• Be careful to avoid heat stroke - watch for signs 
of overheating such as excessive panting, drooling, 
coordination problems, vomiting and/or diarrhoea 
and collapse. 

• If your dog suffers from arthritis or other joint 
conditions limit the amount of time he spends 
swimming in cold water. He may think it is great 
fun at the time, but he will probably be very stiff 
and sore the following day. They can also get tail 
strain from using their tail as a rudder when swim¬ 
ming, which can be very painful. 

• At the end of the day check your dog over thor¬ 
oughly for cuts and scrapes, rinse him thoroughly 
to remove salt and sand from his coat and paws and 
dry him to ensure he does not get chilled.

2016 llminster Open winners announced 


ONE OF llminster Arts Centre’s most keenly 
anticipated exhibitions is underway, having 
opened its doors with a grand prize-giving 
event on Monday 1st August. The llminster 
Open Competition, which is sponsored by 
Branston of Seavington, is an exhibition which 
is open to amateur and professional artists, 
with selected artworks being displayed at the 
Arts Centre throughout August.

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TAYLOR AND HIS TECHNICOLOUR DREAM HOME 


Ask Will Taylor to describe 
his home decor and his an¬ 
swer is unhesitating: sea-in¬ 
spired style with a touch of sunshine. 

"I'm often at my happiest by the ocean with salty, 
windswept hair, barefoot, with sand between my toes, 
and nothing to crowd my mind beyond the endless roll 
call of blue hues. I like to use these dreamy experiences 
and blue pool tones to inform the decor of my own in¬ 
terior space," explains the author of the gloriously illus¬ 
trated Dream Decor: Styling a Cool, Creative and 
Comfortable Home, Wherever You Live. 

The book opens the door to beautiful spaces throughout 
the world, as well as his own home. 

Taylor's design ethos certainly explains why his apart¬ 
ment is more evocative of a Mediterranean sunspot than 
its actual urban London setting. 

Brilliant white walls are the perfect backdrop for cheer¬ 
ful splashes of colour provided by collections of framed 
prints, and there's an array of vivid accessories, from 
lamps to vases. 

"Blue and white is one of my absolute favourite colour 
combinations and nowhere is it more crisp and vital than 
in the jewel-bright setting between the Mediterranean 
and the Aegean Sea," he enthuses. 

"Combining these shades in varying degrees of intensity 
is often a winner for decor, whatever shade of blue you 
choose for your keynote - whether its deep and cocoon¬ 
ing indigo, or refreshing sky blue. 

"Also, when I'm working on a scheme, I always try to 
bring a touch of sunshine to each room with an injection 
of yellow. The scheme for my home office is based on 
the colours of a rowing boat I saw in a small fishing vil¬ 
lage, with its weathered yellow and blue panels, and just 
sitting in there transports me to that idyllic spot."

NISSAN Motor Co., Ltd. today 
revealed the world's first 
Solid Oxide Fuel-Cell (SOFC)- 
powered prototype vehicle in 
Brazil that runs on bio-ethanol 
electric power. 

The breakthrough model, an 
all-new light-commercial vehi¬ 
cle, can rely on multiple fuels, 
including ethanol and natural 
gas, to produce high-efficiency 
electricity as a power source. 

Nissan president and CEO 
Carlos Ghosn said: “The e-Bio 
Fuel-Cell offers eco-friendly 
transportation and creates op¬ 
portunities for regional energy 
production...all the while sup¬ 
porting the existing infrastruc¬ 
ture. In the future, the e-Bio 
Fuel-Cell will become even more 
user-friendly. Ethanol-blended 
water is easier and safer to han¬ 
dle than most other fuels. With¬ 


out the need to create new in¬ 
frastructure, it has great poten¬ 
tial to drive market growth." 

The fuel cell prototype forms 
part of Nissan’s ongoing com¬ 
mitment to the development of 
zero-emission vehicles and 
new automotive technologies 
including autonomous drive 
systems and connectivity. Nis¬ 
san already sells the world's 
highest-volume zero-emission 
car, the LEAF, and is pioneering 
Intelligent Mobility systems 
that will be deployed in a range 
of vehicles over coming years.
